CAILLES TEOOPS TAKE THE OATH 


LEADEE^EEPS AS THEY STACK AEMS 


Filipino Greneral and 650 Men of His Men Give Up 


at Vera Cruz—Ceremony of Surrender. 


Manila, June 25.—Th.e 
-Filipino 


leader, General CaiMes, surrendered 
today at Santa Cruz in 
Laguana 


province. 
With him were 650 of his; 


his men, who turned over to the A-i 
merican authorities 386 rifles 
' and 


4,000 rounds of amnumition. 
I 


The surrender was unique in 
its' 


ceremonial features and was as im- j 
pressive as it was 
unique. 
The 


American troops .were drawn up on. 
three sides of the courtyard of the' 
Santa Cruz church, with six native 
bands in front. 


General Cailles and his staff, at the 


head of the insurgent forces, march- 
ed to the courtyard and were drawn 
up in six lines facing the Americans. 


The insurgent general and his staff 


all in full uniform, with swords, en- 
tered the church, where 
Chaplain 


Hart of the Eight United States in- 
fantry celebrated a solmen mass. 


Troops MarcH in Review 


The religious 
ceremony 
being 


over General Cailles marched 
his 


troops in review before General Sum- 
ner and his staff, the officers on each 
side giving the required salutes with 
military preeiseness. 


General Sumner and 
his 
aides 


then started to distribute 
certifl- 


'cates of $30 each to the men who 
had surrendered 
rifles. 
General 


Cailles protested vigorously saying 
that the rifles were given up *>}' his 


men voluntarily and that he could 
not herefore, sell them to the Amer- 
icans. 


General Cailles Breaks Down 


After he had . spoken he . broke 


down, weeping. Some of his officers 
and men also cried. Cailles' adjutant 
then collected the certificates and 
they were returned to General Sum- 
ner. 


The insurgent leader then made a 


farewell address to his troops, in 
which he commanded them to adhere 
to the United States and 
uphold 


American institutions. When he had 
concluded he fainted from grief and 
heat. 


Sumner Returns the Sword 


When he had regained his com- 


posure General Cailles 
walked to 


the headquarters of General Sum- 
ner and tendered his sword in token 
of. his surrender. 
General Sumner 


returned the insurgent's sword, an 
act of gallantry to a former foe that 
brought cheers from the surrendered 
men as well as from the Americans 
who witnessed it. 


General Sumner also handed back 


the revolutionists' flag, which Cailles 
will personally present to General 
MlacArthur. 
General Sumner coru- 


gratulated Cailles on his surrender, 
and the latter responded • that it was 
a happy day for Laguna province.

and fired once. He examined his cloth- 
ing hastily, seemed to think he had 
not succeeded in wounding himself, 
and fired again. An instant after he 
dropped to the sidewalk, dead.

Helen was merely 
suffering 
from 


fright and she soon recovered.' The 
other girl died 011 the way to tsxe hos- 
pital.

"Look here," said Friedman, "I came 


up here to seek your advice. I want 
to know whether, when I commit sui- 
cide, I should take my sister along 
with me." 


He left a manuscript of eleven sheets 


of paper, which gave a brief history 
of himself and his sisters; also an ac- 
count of his studies at the Harvard 
Dental college, and reasons why he 
thought his sister was against allow- 
ing him to continue at the dental 
school.
